PAtn^Dwo, O., Nov. e.— A most ap- 
palling murder was discovered here yes- 
terday morning. Two children of 
Samuel Qeod, living three miles north 
of town, were found in a brush pile, 
murdered, and an attempt had been 
made to bum (heir bodies. The girl, 
aged 6, was decapitated and disem- 
boweled, and the boy's throat wiis cut 
from ear to ear, and his head nearly 
severed fnim his body. The boy is 9 
years old. The children left home at 
10 a. m. Snnday. A( S p. m. a aeaioh- 
ing party was organiaad and searched 
all night, and at 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning the bodies were found. Thqr 
presented a most horrible spectacle. 

The news of the honnblo affair spread 
rapidly, and soon liundreds of people 
were on the st^ene. Sheriff Staley was 
among the number, and arrested 
Charley Hart, a neighbor boy, who waa 
at once suspected, and the people of the 
neighborhood are firm in their convic- 
tion of bis guilt. Young Hart says he 
can not read or write |and does not 
know his age, and is very nervous. Eb 
is about 18 years of age. When accused 
of the crime he denied it in a nervous 
way. The bodies were found within a 
few rods of young Hart's honw and 
about half a mile from tha home of tha 
children. 

The li((le boy's boots were found in 
the grass a short distance from tha 
bodiea. Thehr littie hands were tied to- 
ge(h«r wi(h a pieoe of (arred rope a(« 
taohad to • Ullet of wood resembling a 
rough hewn pump handle. I(is(hon«i( 
this wiU furnish • daflni(e clew if tha 
boy is guilty. One of the grounds of 
suspicion is that when the bodies were 
found the boy diaoharged his gun and 
ran to his home in an excited manner. 
He was one of the searching party and 
was not far distant when (he chudren 
were found. He was taken to Van Weft 
and lodged in jail. 

In addition to (he arrest of Hart, Levi 
Cain and Clarence Brindle have been 
placed in jail. There is no din^ct evi- 
dence that they were connected with 
the crime, but tliev were found in Hart's 
house wilt n tie- latter \v;is taken inttj 
custody. 'I lie Hart re^idellc^•, it was 
found, liad been freshly scrubbed, and 
when it was searched two corucutters 
and an a.\ were found to be missing. 
Tfiere is no doubt the mnnlerer or mur- 
derers used such an instrument lui an 
ax in (ha oominiaaion of their awfol 

crime. 

The people ot Panldinj,' and the coun- 
try conti^.'-uous to the scene of the mur- 
der arc in a fren/.y over the atl'air, and, 
while there is no probability of immedi- 
at(' violence, it ^ill go h;ird wdli those 
responsible for the death of the unfor- 
tnnate httlc ones as soon as their guilt 
is anyway certain. The mother of the 
dead children is seriously ill, and is 
kept in ignorance of their terrible fate. 
The father has not been permitted to 
view the bodies.

South McAi.kstkk, I. T., Nov. 6.— 
Silau Lewis, the condemned Chuctaw 
murderer, was shot at Wilburtou at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning by Sheriff 
Pursley. The bullet from the sbaiiff'a 
Winchester missed the oondamnad 
outn's heart, pasaing through his bodj 
an inch above the upfle, Md he had tn 
be strangled to end his sidferings. 

Sheriff Pnrslev antioipi^ad tronUe, 
having Jut benNw the execution re- 
ceived a letter from Lewis' friends 
threatening vengeance, and had over- 
100 heavily armed deputies at the soena. 
Arrived at the place of execution, Lewia- 
offered up primer, following it with a 
short talk. He then pulled off bis coat, 
vest and boots, and the sheriff painted 
a cross just beneath his left nipple. 
Lewis then sat down, and was blind- 
folded. While two men held his hands- 
the sheriff retraced hLs steps live feet 
and fired. 

The bullet wont clean through the 
murderer's body, but had missed its 
mai'k, and Lewis, throwing back his 
head, sank j,'roauing to the ground, the 
blood spurting from the wound. To 
end the horrible work, the sheriff was 
Anally compelled to take hold of the 
man's nose and smother him to deatk. 
He lived IIU minutes after being shot. 

Twenty-.six other Indians are under 
indictment for tho same murder for 
which Lewis was executed. When 
they cAue to trial trouble is auticiputud, 
as their sympathizers are aroused. 
Lewis is 61 years old. He had beou 
given frequent chances to escape, be- 
cause of the sheriff's dread ot earning 
out the law, but leCoiad to take aoran* 
tageof them.

SomctimiH iu thucvuuiug, somu little 
time before und during' twilight, and 
sometimes — though rarer— before and 
during sunrise, a close observer may do- 

iict peculiar, fiuiliko streams of darker 
aud lif,'liter sliadinK across the sky. 
Thes(! streaks, of wliu li the plainer ones 
may number from lour to six, together 
form a triangle, with its boso on the 
horizon and extending out at varying 
altitudes. 

This appearance still holds rank as an 
unexplained phenomenon in nature. It 
fH'curs only oocasioually. Tliere may bo 
a fine illustration on a giveu evi'uing, 
and while there may be a week of clear 
snnsets sncceeding not a trace of the 
streaks will be vidble. 

From this it would seem that a par- 
ticular atmospheric condition must be 
ouo of the fiK'tors in its production. 
The asfiumption would be suppurtod by 
nnmerous aualogies not uecessiu-y to 
enamerat& Iu the proper atmosphere, 
than, let it be assumed that the streaks 
ale dna to altsmatt llnea of ahade and 
light 

Now, let something to some extent 
obstruct thu rays of the suu w hich has 
set, either an impediment iu the distant 
landaoapo or an unseen cloud, the com- 
bination at the proper angle with the 
observer's vision, and it ia probable that 
ho uv.iy approach a solution of the long 
standing inix.cle. 

The I'aiilii.e r.iJpearanco is such for the 
same rca.-oii that thu linos iu a brick 
wall leading uway from the observer 
seem to focalize to a center, as do also 
railway tracks sesmiugly come together 
in the distance. These zodiacal lines 
are ujidoubtedly parallt Is, us are line-s of 
cloud streaks that to our vision seem to 
point to a common starting poiu^ It 
is more than prolMble that this modest 
and unobtrusive streaking of the clear 
%'euiug sky has tieen unsolved because 
of its very simplicity. It is probably 
only a modiflcatiou of what is common- 
ly known as "the sun drawiug water."

Savannah, Nov. 6.— At 0:;iO yester- 
day eveaing flro was discovered in the 
hold ef the oottou steamer Bkidby, at 
tht Oentnl CkmipreH wharf . The fire 
WM in hold No. S, In whioh therowM 
about 9,600 bales of cotton. The BUdbj 
had aboat 10,000 bales aboard. She had 
•bout conclu(lt!d loiviiug and would 
have cleared today. Tliu lire had gain«d 
considerable hiiadway when diwcovored. 

At 0:16 it was diHcoverud that tkere 
waa fire iu the cotton iu the hold of the 
•toamer Baltimore City at the (lordou 
preas wharf, about a mile away from 
the scene of the fire ou the Skidby. 

Alongside of the Baltimore City lay 
the steamer Castle (iarth, aud, a few 
minntes after the disoovery that the 
former's cotton was afire, fire was also 
dlaoovered iu the fore peak of the Cas- 
Ui Garth, in which compartment there 
about 100 bales of ootton and the 
aen's clothes. The fire on the Balti- 
City was bat tmall and was soon 
pmt ont. On the Caatle Garth it waa 
man obttliiate, and was not estin- 
natU tho uHm' olothea had 
Mrned and all ootton in th* oompart- 
mont moN or Imm daauffod. 

▲bontaalioar after tho diaoorwryof 
tlM flxo on the Baltimoro City an alarm 
of fin was giTen firom thestewmor Staf, 
ako loadina at Oordoa'i wharf aloag 
with tho Bdtimon City and the Caatle 
Oorth. This tn vnifi to bo the niost 
ohetinato of the threo of tho Oordou 
wharf. 

About tiM aama tbno that tho Stag 

waa reported afire at Gordon*! wharf, 
fire broke ont in the hold of the ateamer 
IMgarth at the Central press wharf, 
near the Bkidby, where the first fire oc- 
oaned, and in a few minutes the Htcam- 
er Petunia, alao at the Central press 
wharf, waa reported with fire in her 
ootton. The three ships afire at this 
wharf were not over 300 yards apart. 
The three other ships afire were a mile 
away at the other edge of the city. The 
fire on the Petunia was easily extin- 
jfuiBlied. Tho DclKtirth's firi' was rx- 
tiuKuinhed whun about 300 l>al»;,s liad 
been (laniaKt'd. 

All of the tiri.!.s arn ont now. Loss, as 
far UH can be estiniati-d at this time, is 
about 150,000. Tiic .^hijis and the car- 
goes are covered by insurance. As to 
the origin of the tire.s there is no satis- 
factory oxplauatiou. 

In the case of the StaK, a phospliores- 
ceut glow was seen in her hold a „few 
minutes Ijefure the lire broke out aud it 
is surnii.sed that the Sta;;'ri lire origi- 
nated in this glow. There has recently 
been trouble among the lonKshi^renien 
iu this city, but there is uunt! now. 
Last spring the union sln)ronieu ■went 
out on a strike, but recently a great 
many 1 if tho strikers have returned to 
work at the rates at which the uoa- 
uniou men wore working. 

At 12:05 this morning a sliglit fire oc- 
curred on board the steamer Armenia at 
the (.'enlral railroad wharf, but it was 
soon extinguished. This makes seven 
Tessels that were ou lire within as mauy 
houra. 

MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE, 



Bad ClendaniUn U«ld For the KUllng of 
Dr. Davli. 

Charleston, W. Va, Nov. 6.— Tho 
trial of Bud Clendennin, charged with 
thi' niur(l"r of Dr. J. W. Davis, near 
Montgomery, on the i*th of August, re- 
sulted yi hterday in his being convicted 
of luunier in tlie llrst degree. A new 
trial was iisked for. The trial of Cleu- 
denniu lias been one of the most dos- 
pirate legal battles ever fought iu this 
city and the lawyers (tugaged were 
among the best in the statti. 

It was pretty well established duriug 
the trial that the killing ef Dr. Davis 
was the result of a conspiracy on the 
part of tile miuers who took part iu the 
battle with Wyant's men at Eagle. 
During the strike there last March 
many of the men were wounded and 
Davis was their physician, and they 
feared his testimony against them in 
the trial whioh was then in progreai 
and at which the murdered man was to 
testify next day.
